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The United States Ambassador-at-large, Phillip C. Jessup, 
once commented that, “The corrosive elements of self-destruc- 
tion are potent in a totalitarian police state and not in our 
democracy. ” 

We wonder just how corrosive those elements are in the 
Russian state. Since the 1914 revolution, the U.S.S.R. has 
passed through a few governments and several five-year 
plans and is now embarked on a war that may well grow to 
a world-wide conflict. According to most of the reports 
received from behind the curtain of secrecy surrounding the 
state, the life of the average Russian is anything by a cozy 
bed of roses. The underprivileged peasant’s condition is but 
slightly different f{om that of a medieval serf. 

The communist government’s legacy to the people has 
been and still is a series of unkept promises, glorious but 
unattainable dreams, and an economic condition that grows 
stricter and harsher, in order to feed and equip the giant 
Soviet war machine. 

Is the acid corrosion of self-destruction even now at work 
in Russia, eatihg away the vital life of patriotism an d national - 

ism upon which the nation must thrive ? Last week, there were 
reports of civil strife and unrest in Communist China. The 
Russian people and the Red army are said to be worried and 
frightened about the success of the United Nations army in 
Korea. Russian satellite states are reportedly cooling in their 
relations with the U.S.S.R. 

The very real threat of the mammoth Red armies now 
ready for war is not swept away by these thoughts. Never- 
theless, it^is^nteresting to conjecture that if Catholic prayers 
and penance for peace are answered, the answer could well 
be in the internal dissolution and destruction of the greatest 
threat of war. — U. C. 


Thought-less Writing 

In the current issue of the “Xavierite,” of St. Xavier’s 
College, Chicago, we notice an editorial on the question of 
drafting women for limited service, entitled: “Uncle Sam’s 
Looking for You.” It is emphatically not our purpose here to 
either support or oppose the topic under discussion. However, 
we do feel that the reasoning by which the writer amves 
at her conclusions has left something to be desired. 

A firm stand is taken against such a women’s draft. One 
of the writer’s arguments, concerning the dangers incurred 
to the children of drafted women, may bear Validity, although 
we have understood that currently only single women are 
being considered for conscription. 

The rest of the editorial, however, seems rather muddled. 
We quote in part: “Not one of these draft-women-enthusiasts 
makes quite clear how any reluctant ^foman would be steered 
into vital noncombatant positions. Some are under the Im- 
pression that women will jump at the chance to relieve their 
men for combat. Be that as it may, if this supposition is true, 
why haven’t these women enlisted? And what if draftable 
women, too, are completing an education?” 

We think that this argument could be correctly sum- 
marized: Don’t draft women, for it would interrupt their 
educations, and besides, women don’t want to be drafted.

Dramatics Club 
Joins Fraternity 

Local thespians have scored two 
“firsts.” 

The Columbian Players will be- 
come St. Joe’s first fraternity, 
after voting at their last meeting 
to join the Delta Psi Omega, a 
national collegiate dramatic so- 
ciety. . 

Though not a fraternity in the 
sense of restricted admission and 
li ving qu arters, the local drama- 
tists’ club will have rights to 
award frat pins and keys under 
the national organization’s rules. 
Delta Psi Omega admits only 
clubs which meet certain require- 
ments in regard to number of 
major and minor productions. 

Members Must Act 

Members also must meet quali- 
fications such as active member- 
ship .with the playing of major 
roles, or extensive production and 
construction work, before they 
may wear pins or keys. Major 
roles are def in ed as those involv- 
ing at least 40 “speeches.” 

The institution of the local 
chapter of Delta Psi Omega marks 
the first such event in St. Joe’s 
history. Heretofore, the fraternity 
plan has been avoided due to the 
segregation and selection involved 
but since the Columbians’ set-up 
will be more in the manner of a 
national honor society than a 
social fraternity, the administra- 
tion has relaxed the rule. 

Also Joins NFCCS 

At its last meeting, the club 
also passed a suggestion from the 
NFCCS that the Columbians 
pioneer in forming the first re- 
gional Dramatics Commission in 
the country. 

The commission, if accepted by 
other schools in this region, will 
provide common ground for the 
exchange of ideas on construction, 
direction, arid acting. 

Workshop Considered 

Too, the possibility of a Drama 
Workshop is under consideration, 
at which member colleges could 
get together, and even compete 
with one-act plays. There is also 
a possibility of exchanging plays, 
thus giving each school an extra 
night of entertainment, with the 
clubs gaining in outside ex- 
perience. 

Answers are now being awaited 
from the other clubs. They have 
been asked to vote as to prefer- 
ence or dislike of the forming of 
a Dramatics Commission. Should 
they agree, a meeting of the club 
presidents will be held at St. Joe, ■ 
and this group will work out 
final arrangements.

.... The combination of Sarah Vaughn and “The Nearness of 
You” reiterates Downbeat’s conviction, “Vaugn all the way.” 

.... Bob Crosby’s Dixieland “Airmail Stomp” rounds off 
current choosins’. On this one there’s some dry stick’ drumming and 
tricky sax work followed closely by a chocked trumpet take-off. 
With scarcely a rest, a hass break with a beautiful tempo change 
takes the reins for an unusually long portion of the record and the 
entire fling ends with a heated drum session.

peppering it with Runyon-like 
sentence structures and adverbial 
clauses. Publishers Sheed and 
Ward comment thusly: “. . . It is 
an added joy that Father X has a 
tendency to write oddly like a 
famous and much-loved author 
whom one would have thought 
rather unlikely as a piodel for a 
young priest.” 7 '.7'. 

This reviewer, who thinks highly 
of the works of Damon Runyon, 
must comment that under Father 
X’s typewriter, the style becomes 
wooden, somewhat inane, and at 
times confusing. The cleric just 
hasn’t the gift for pungent, meaty 
words that the late creator of 
“guys and dolls” had. 

The story is of the first parish 
assignment of the priest — St. Rose 
Parish — and the experiences he 
had there. Father X shows a very 
real and warm understanding of 
human foils and foibles, and tells 
a story that is interesting and 
readable, and in some places 
poignant and gripping. The major 
drawbacks to the book are its 
obvious sermons, not too well pre- 
sented, and its over-done attitude 
,of simplicity and naivete on the 
very serious and at times cpmplex 
problems of the Catholic faith. 

An over-all judgment, however, 
makes “Everybody Calls Me 
Father,” recommendable reading 
for- — its interesting priest’s-eye 
view of a parish, its Catholic view 
on problems, and its stories of 
some of the people with whom 
Father X comes. In. contact.

George Peters has been named 
as a member of the First Team of 
the Indiana' Intercollegiate Con- 
ference All-Stars, it was an- 
nounced Sunday. At a meeting at 
Valparaiso of the coaches from 
the five schools participating in 
play, this year, votes were cast 
and, coincidentally, one man from 
each school was named on the 
First Team. & 

Cumulative statistics for the 23 
games played by the Pumas in the 
basketball campaign recently com- 
pletely show that Capt. George 
Peters led his mates in the 
scoring departmeht with 292 
points, giving him an average of 
12.7 per game. 

Four other players broke into 
the three-figure group with Jack 

Wilz scoring 258 points — in — 22- 

games, Mike Kacmar 196 and Ed 
Schultheis 185 points in 23 games, 
and Jim Drake 100 in 20 games. 

During the season -the Pumas 
scored 1376 points for a 59.8 point 
average to their opponents’ 1576, 
■giving - 'them a 68:5 mark, an aver- 
age margin of 8.7 points. St. Joe 
won seven and lost 16 games. 

The Scharf men took 1705 shots 
at the basket during the campaign 
and connected for 526 field goals, 
for a shooting percentage of .309. 
Their- opponents sank 604 of their 
1696 attempts for a .356 percent- 
age. 

In free throws, too, St. Joe’s 
opponents excelled, converting 362 
of 641 for a percentage of .574. 
The Pumas, plagued until late in 
the season at the free-throw 
stripe, made 324 of 616 tries for a 
percentage of .526. Best individual 
free- thrower was Jim Drake with 
26 of 36 for a percentage of .722, 
followed by George Peters with 
80 of 115 for .696. 

Thirty-three Pumas were re- 
tired from games because of per- 
sonal fouls; their opponents lost 
21. Tom Saxelby led the parade 
with eight disqualifications, fol- 
lowed by .Mike Kacmar with seven. 
As a team, St. Joe committed 570 
fouls to their opponents’ 505. 

Individual high records estab-
